On Dairy Farms 


Allows a Market 


Albany, Aug. 24 
(Special)— 


Agreements to maintain better con- 
trol of communicable diseases on 
dairy farms have been effected by 
the New York State Department of 
Health and the Health Departments 
of Jersey City and Newark, the New 
York State Department announced 
today. This new plan makes it pos- 
sible for the dairy farmers to mar- 
ket their milk 
during 
quarantine 


periods providing they take necessary 
precautions. 


These New -Jersey city depart- 


ments have agreed to accept the 
certification of health officers In New 
York state to the effect that provi- 
sions of the New York State Sani- 
tary Code are being observed on 
dairy farms where cases of communi- 
cable disease exist. 
With quaran- 


tine properly enforced in accordance 
with this regulation, milk from such 
farms will be accepted 
at 
plant* 


shipping milk to Jersey City and 
Newark. These 
departments have 


consented 'to accept forms for re- 
porting the isolation and release* of 
cases on dairy farms to the milk 
plants to which the milk is delivered. 
They have also agreed to instruct 
their Inspectors to take up -any ap- 
parent ilolntlon of quarantine di- 
rectly and Immediately with the lo- 
cal health officer and the district 
health officer as well as with their 
own departments in order that there 
may be no conflict of authority over 
the maintenance of the quarantine. 


The New York State Department 


of Health has agreed to acquaint lo- 
cal health officers, through its dis- 
trict health officers, with the provi- 
sions of the pact, and to advise dis-

His decisions are made the more 


difficult because Portugal probably 


does not want victory to come to the 
radical Spanish government, which Is 
supported by Communists and' An- 
archists. 


His foreign policies nomally would 


follow closely those of Great Britain 
The two nations are bound together 
by the oldest of all European alli- 
ances, dating from 1654. Portugal 
for the moat part has pursued the 
lead of England through the cen- 
turies, and it was that alliance which 
brought Portugal into 
the World 


War on the side of her friend. 


Attends Mass Daily 


Britain may not want the Spanish 


government to succeed either, 
but 


she recognizes the danger of inter- 
vention and has urged all nations to 
adopt a hands-off attitude. Her ad- 
vice to her tiny comrade is not to be- 
come involved in the desperate con- 
flict across the border. 


Dr. Ollveira Salazar never steps in- 


to his office In the morning before 
attending Mass in a simple Catholic 
chapel. 


In this respect he shows a similar- 


ity to the man whose advice he may 
seek in the present crisis—Premier 
Stanley Baldwin, of Britain. 
Mr. 


Baldwin, once told this writer: 
"I 


believe it Is Impossible for any per- 
son to go through life bearing great 
responsibility and not break under it, 
unless there is Divine guidance." 


A Lone Wolf 


Ollveira Salazar has a strong will 


and an unlimited capacity for work. 


He often labors 20 hours a day. He 
is a lone wolf with few 
friends—a 


mystery man who prefers solitude as 
he attacks his task. 


Despite his long hours the dictator 


takes only two light meals a day, and 
he touches no alcohol. He lives in a 
modest flat on the outskirts of Lis- 
bon. 
An aged housekeeper, 
as 


mysterious as her master, attends to 
his simple wants. She rarely speaks 
to anyone, but concentrates on keep- 
ing the apartment neat and prepar- 
ing the doctor's frugal fare. 


As a boy Ollveira Salazar was not 


robust. His peasant father; finding 
him incapable of guiding a pjow, gent 
him to a Jesuit seminary. White his 
sisters—he had no brothers—did 
men's work on the paternal farm, 
Antonio amassed knowledge. 
He 


had a flare for mathematics, phil- 
osophy ana economics—and he nao 
ambition. 


Little Known To People 


The Jesuit rector saw the youth's 


gifts and sent him to Coimbra, Por- 
tugal's ancient university. 
He was 


graduated in philosophy 
and eco- 


nomics and soon became a professor 


In 1926 President Carmona offered 


him the ministry of finance and a 
free hand to restore the 
country's 


prosperity. In 1932 Ollveira Salazar 
became premier, retaining the fi- 
nance portfolio. A year later he 
turned the country into a corporate 
state with & new constitution, and 
assumed dictatorial powers.
